The Parliament is to fit for the Difpatch of Bus 
finefs, on Tuetday the Twelfth Day of November. 

The King has been pleafed to appoint Ruvigny 
De Cofne, Efg; to be Secretary to his Majefty’s 
Extraordinary Embafly to the moft Chriftian King. 

And alfo to appoint Charles ‘Townthend, Efq; 
to be fecretary to his Majefty’s Extraordinary Em- 
bafly to the Catholic King. 

We hear that the Right Hon. the Earl of Sand- 
wich will foon have a confiderable Poft again under 
the Government. 

Sunday his Excellency the Duke de Mirepoix, 
the French Ambaffidor, gave a grand Entertain- 
ment at his Houfe in Grofvenor-fquare, on Ac- 
count of the Birth of the Duke of Burgundy, Son 
to the Dauphin. At Noon fix Dozen of Pattera- 
roes were fired in the Square; and at Night feve- 
ral fine Fireworks were played off from thence and 
from the upper Part of the Ambaflador’s Houfe, 
which was illuminated in a fine Manner. 

A Court of Common Council is fummoned to 
meet next Tucfday, at Guildhall, on feveral im- 
portant Affairs.

We hear that twenty Gentlemen having agreed 
to raffle for a filver Punch-Bowl and Ladle, at a 
reputable public Houfe by St. James’s Market, va- 
Jue 20 Guineas, at a Guinea a-piece to oblige a 
Friend; one of the Company, who came to raffle 
by Proxy, gave Information, by which the Perion 
who owned the Bow! became liable to forfeit 200 1. 
or fuffer Imprifonment for fix Months; the latter 
of which, by the Advice of his Friends, he made 
choice of, as it was deligned not with any fpirit of 
Gaming, but a friendly Intention to ferve him. 

On Saturday one Room, a Hackney Coachman, 
who gave Evidence on the Trial of one Rogers, an- 
other Coachman, was committed by the Juftices at 
Hicks’s Hall, for Perjury, and the Profecutor bound 
under a Recognizance to profecute. The Defendant 
was fined 20 1. and to talk with the Profecutor. 
The Indictment was for aflaulting and knocking 
down a Gentleman’s Wife who had taken his 
Coach in Whitechapel, in order to be fet down in 
Wapping, and the Coachman not chufing to go 
that Way, drove with Violence into a Yard ‘in 
Whitechapel, fhut the Gates, dragged the Gen- 
tlewoman out of the Coach, and threatened to 
put her into the Horfe Pond, and abufed her fo that 
fhe had not the ufe of her Sight for feveral Days; 
and this Room gave Evidence on his Brother Coach- 
man’s Behalf. 

Laft Saturday feveral Bakers were convicted be- 
fore Thomas Lediard, Efq; for felling Bread which 
wanted Weight; particularly one, who had fold 
two Quartern Loaves which wanted 27 Ounces of 
the ftandard of Affize. As the whole Penalty goes 
to the Jnformers, two of them very artfully evaded 


it, by informing againft each other 5 and upon be- 
ing conviéted each paid the other the Penalty, 
which they contrived fhould be equal, fo that they 
both had their Money again, and went off un- 
punithed, the Poor were robbed of a great Part of 
their Suftenance, and the Magiftrate had the Mor- 
tification to find it out of his Power to punith 
thefe daring Offenders, 

Sunday the Son of an eminent Broker, the Son 
of a Book Keeper at an Inn in Smithfield, and the 
Son of a Country Gentleman of good Fortune, 
were committed to the New Goal Southwark, by 
Zachariah Chambers, Efq; charged on the Oath o! 
John Lawfon, Efq; with robbing him on the 
Common, in the County of Surry, about five 
o’Clock on Saturday in the Evening. Having 
not only robbed the above Gentleman, but alto 
one Mr, Jackfon, and feveral other Perfons near 
the fame Spot of Ground, which rath Proceedings 
greatly alarmed the adjacent Towns and Villages, 
and an Ontery of Highwaymen being made, they 
were purfued, and foon apprehended, They are 
all young Blades, and according to their own Ac- 
count had but lately taken to this Courfe of Life. 

Laft Week as Mr. Horrabin, a Hop Planter at 
Hartley, was coming from Sturbitch Fair, he was 
attacked by a fingle Highwayman, who robbed him 
of a Purfe, in which was upwards of 75 Pounds in 
Gold befides Silver. The fame Fellow, who is 
drefled in a white Duffil Coat mounted on a fine 
Bay Gelding, full fifteen Hands high, with a Star 
on his Forehead, robbed feveral Perfons going and 
coming trom the fame Place, and made feveral 
large Colleétions ; but, attempting to rob a Poft 
Chaife coming from Cambridge, one of the Gentle- 
men in the Chaife fired at him, and wounding him 
in the Thigh, he fell from his Horfe, and being 
carried to the Angel Inn at Royfton, a Surgeon 
was fent for, who extracted the Ball; afterward 
he was committed to Huntingdon Goal. He {ays 
his Name is Marfhall, and was formerly Clerk to 
an Attorney in Cliffurd’s Inn, 

On Sunday Night laft two young Men were 

robbed by three Fellows coming from Hampftead, in 
the Field at the Back of Bedford Houfe; who not 
immediately ftopping when ordered, one of the Vil- 
lains attempted to fire his Piftol, which happily 
only flafhed in the Pan, They took from them
